expiring March 4.

mer Governor Oooding of Idaho will- 
take his oath to fill the unexpired term 
of Senator Nugent, Democrat. Idaho, 
who resigned after bis apointment to 
tho federal trade commission.

Senators Willis -and Gooding nave been 
elected for six year terms after March 
.] 
Their immediate service 
will 
in- 
crease the present Republican majority 
in the senate from two to four, with the 
Republicans having 50 and the Demo- 
crats 4(>. 
.Senator Willis was greeted warmly in 
the senate today by both Republicans 
find Democrats. 
lie was escorted to 
the vice president's desk by Senator 
Pomorc-ne, Democrat, Ohio, and assign- 
ed a seat in the roar row, behind that 
formerly occupied by Senator Harding. 
The new senator, who served in the 
house before his election as governor, 
gave out a statement in which he com- 
mended Senator Harding's decision for 
a simple inaugural. 
"The financial burdens of our nation 
are staggering," he said. 
"Economy 


in public expenditure is as essential a>s 
they are in private life. The example 
set by our distinguished president-elect 
in making possible an unostentatious 
ceremony is in keeping with the Amer- 
ican spirit and in harmony with the 
dictates of an economy which all preach 
but too few practice. 1 believe it is an 
omen of the manner under which the 
•nation will be conducted during the next 
four years."

More mention of famine in India is 


freighted with terror for the natives of 
that country, who look back to times 
when scores of thousands of their fel- 
lows perished from starvation, which 
lias often been attended 
by 
plague. 


Little meat is oaten by the SI 5,000,000 
people in this vast eastern empire who 
subsist mainly on grain. Since great 
tracts of the country are arid, the far- 
mers are dependent partly on favorable 
monsoons, and the 
failure 
of 
these 


winds is a calamity, since tracts under 
irrigation are not sufficient 
to supply 


the country with, the necessary food. 


Yesterday's India office statement said 


that crops in Punjab, in the extreme 
northwestern part of tho Indian penin- 
sula are poor. The greatest irrigation 
in all India are situated in this prov- 
ince, the potilation of which is more 
than 25,000.11(10.

filed by all coal carrying roads in Ohio 
and which had been temporarily sus- 
pended for investigation. 
By this ac- 


tion it was estimated Ohio shippers and 
consumers of coal would he saved a 
million dollars a year in freight rates 
which the carriers couglu to add to the 
present increased rates. 


The railroads claimed that under a 


recent, order of the interstate eomerce 
commission which granted a 40 per 
cent increase in rates, they were au- 
thorized to 
restore 
the 40 cent and 


tiO ccr.t per ton differential rates be- 
tween rates on bituminous coal shipped 
from Ohio points, and the rates on coal 
shipped from points in West Virginia, 
Kentucky. Pennsylvania and Tennessee 
•jnd t h a i to accomplish that purpose. 
they were authorized to add approxi- 
mately Hi per cent per ton to the Ohio 
rate which shippers claimed was al- 
ready burdensome and deduct 8 cents 
per ton from the more ristant points 
known as the "outer crescent." 
The Ohio commission in its decision 


today points out that these differentials 
were established in 11117 "for the sole 
purpose of protoctitng Ohio shippers 
and consumers against unjust competi- 
tion; that they were intended to be a 
hield while the railroads are not at- 
tempting to beat fhem into a sword to 
further burden the very people whom 
they were designed to protect. 


Tho stale commission denies that the 
order of the interstate commerce com- 
mission could bear any such construe 
tion 
as tho 
carriers 
were placing 


upon it. 


The commission declared that if these 
rates were imposed on Ohio coal traf- 
fic, large consumers would be driven 
lo 
purchase 
coal in West Virginia 


and that every mine would be closed in 
Ohio, just as they were in 1914 and 
I'.)!",; that minors would again be des- 
t i t u t e as they were then, and that tin 
increased cost would be pasesd on to 
Ohio consumers of coal. 


"If 
the interstate commereh com- 


mission by its order approve any .such 
scheme of restoring differentials" says 
a. statement issued by the Ohio com- 
mission "it must bear l he responsi- 
bility. 
If this great wrong is to be 


iierpetratod against the Ohio coal con 
.suming 
public, it must be done by 


other hands than ours." the commis- 
sion asserts. 


ft is expected that carriers will ap- 


peal to the interstate commerce coni 
mission. The Ohio commissioners sale 
they had no desire to quibble With the 
interstalo commerce commission ovei 
i he question of authority in these rate 
matters. They pointed out that dur 
ing the war. they had endeavored to 
co-operate with the federal comission 
and that they had no desire now to 
deny the railroads insufficient revenue 
to earn the return guaranteed to them 
by the "transportation 
act" 
but de- 


clared that "if more revenue is needed, 
it must be laid on the entire district 
and not :>11 imposed oh Ohio."

HITS BUSINESS 


Sodal Kvcnls, Theaters and 


Oilier Ihisiness Curtailed 
by Military Order Now In 
Vogue. 


Dublin.—The 10 o'clock curfew, lately 


put into effect, hit Dublin a hard blow 
The city had accommodated itself easily 
to a midnight v!c-;;:nK hour previously 
in force, but the 10 o'clock embargo on 
all activity meant the complete aban- 
donment of all social, I'tinctioiiK in tlie- 
evening. 'The result has been to kill 
all the trade serving such events. 
The great .stons are almo.st idle, and 
the managers of KOHK- of the most popu- 
lar of them say that they are operating 
at a loss. There is no demand for new 
dresses. 
The theaters are suffering most. 
At 


one ifouse the first night after curfew, 
there were only eleven people in the 
auditorium. The mu\ ing picture housew 
are doing better, but they all have to 
close at nine to enable their patrons 
to set homo before the curfew hour, 
the music hails which used lo open to 
two houses a night have now only one. 
As they were always full for each per- 
formance this means 
cutting off half 


their income. 
The tiMmway's cars are now nearly 


empty in the evenings. 
They 
lately 
raised the fares by parliamentary au- 
thority to enable them to 
meet in- 
creased expenses, hut the drop due to 
the curfew haw more than wiped out 
the additional receipts'. 


The regulation is declared to be im- 


posed in the interest of the public to 
induce them to vaid the risks of being 
abroad" after dark. 
In present condi- 


tions, even if there were no curfew, 
many people would he too timid to leave 
home in the evenings. 


Still there is much criticism of the 


imposition of a curfew at 10 o'clock at 
night, provoked by assassinations- which 
took place at 
!> o'clock .in the morning.
